The American First Army, pushing steadily toward the 
Cologne plain against furious and undiminished German 


opposition, had reached the 


edge of the bloody Hurtgen

The First Army's troops fought, 


within a few hundred yards of 
Groshau and a thousand yards of 
Kieinhau in the Hurtgen area and 
brought the town of Hurtgen un- 
der artillery fire, but still had not 
smashed their way completely out 
of the forest, reports to Supreme 
Allied Headauarters said. 
AMERICANS OVER ROER? 

On the First Army’s left flank 
to the north VU. S. Ninth Army 
units were engaged in heavy fight- 
ime outside Kosiar just west of the 
Roer river, the last big natural 
berreer before the Rhine.

REDS CAPTURE ANCHOR ‘| 

Regarding the eastern front the 
German radio announced last 
night that Russian troops had 
pressed Axis forces back in Buda 
pest’s southern outskirts on the 
Danube river island of Csepel, had 
captured Hatvan, German anchor 
stronghold 25 miles northeast of 
the capital, and also conquered 
nearly all of the Miskole, Hun 
gary's fifth city. 

None of these enemy reports was 
confirmed by Moscow's brief com- 
munique, which, however, dis- 
closed that Soviet troops had cut 
the Budapest-Hatvan highway with 
the capture of Kerekharaszi, two 
miles west of Hatvan. 

Both Hatvan and Miskolc, the 
latter 85 miles northeast of Buda- 
pest, have been under Red Army 
siege for a week, Their fall would 
not only speed Russian encircle- 
ment of the eastern half of Buda- 
pest, but also accelerate Soviet at- 
tacks along roads leading to Aus- 
tria and Czechoslovakia. 

2,000 PLANES HIT OIL 

More than 2,000 American war- 

planes attacked the German oil 


-center of Merseburg yesterday for 


the second time in four days, 


‘spreading 3,000 tons of explosives 


on the sprawling Leuna synthetic 
refinery as well as on important 
fuel storage facilities at Bingen, 
50 miles northwest of the Saar 
industrial area. A_ synthetic oil 
plant at Lutzkerdorf, 10 miles 
north of Merseburg, also was at- 
tacked. 

Only a dozen or so enemy fight- 
ers, including five or six speedy 
jets, were seen on the Merseburg 
mission and they promptly took

BRUSSELS, Nov. 25.—(#)— 
Gunfire broke out and hand gre- 
nades were thrown today during a 
street demonstration against the 
government of Premier Hubert 
Pierlot. 

F, Demany, Belgian resistance 
leader, said four civilians were 
killed and 38 wounded in the 
clash with state police. 

The police, however, said six 
gendarmes were injured with fists 
and -sticks—not by gunfire—and 
that 20-odd demonstrators were 
wounded by the gunfire and hand 
pt gen of their own group. 

oye spokesman said all 
| orl police were fired into the 
air. He. said the outbreak started 
when a demonstrator in an auto- 
mobile threw a grenade, a police- 
man threw it back, and it landed 
in the crowd in front of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

The three-mile-long procession of 
demonstrators immediately chang- 
ed their chant of “down with Pier- 
lot” to, “Pierlot assassin,” and a 
melee began. About 50 shots were 
fired in 30 seconds, then the crowd 
broke and left the wounded on the 
bloody street, 

Most of them went on to the 
Palais de Sport for a mass meet- 
ing. Persons estimated to number 
8,000 crowded the hall, with a 
sprinkling of sober-faced police- 
men who kept their pistols under 
their coats. 

Demany and other resistance 
leaders instructed the crowd at the 
mass meeting to go quietly to their 
homes when the meeting ended 
and to avoid further clashes in the 
tense city. The crowd broke up 
into small groups as it left the 
Palais de Sport and scattered with- 
out incident. 

Police were frank in predicting 
more trouble later. 

A wounded man was carried 
into the hall while the crowd 
yelled, “Pierlot murderer.” 

Many carried signs demanding 
butter and coal. Most wore arm 
bands of the resistance movement. 

The Pierlot government has 
been under attack almost since the 
moment of Belgium's liberation 
from the Germans.

Desperate Japanese attempts to land reinforcements on 
Leyte island in the central Philippines resulted in the de- 
struction of a fourth Nippon convoy and loss of an estimated 
2,000 troops, Gen. MacArthur reported today. 


The general said four troopships 
were caught at dusk Saturday’ 
(Philippines time) off the island 
of Cebu, west of Leyte, by Ameri- 
can pilots who sank three of them 
and left the fourth in flames. All 
troops and cargo aboard the ships 
were lost. 

Reinforcement attempts have 
cost the Japanese a total of some 
17,000 troops, 16 transports aggre 
gating 65,000 tons, and 14 escort- 
ing. warships. . 

eanwhile the U. S. Navy re 
ported the sinking of 27 addition- 
al Japanese ships by American 
submarines in Pacific and Far East 
waters. 
BONINS BOMBING 

A communique from Adm. Nim- 
itz disclosed Japanese bases in the 
Bonin Islands—along the B-29 
route from Saipan to Tokyo—were 
heavily hit by Seventh U, S, Air 
Force bombers both before and 
after the Superfortresses made 


their first strikes against the Nip- 


pon capital. 

The admiral reported a Japa- 
nese reconnaissance plane, snoop- 
ing over Saipan Friday as. the 
B-29’s were returning from their 
attack on war industries at Tokyo, 
was shot down by an Army fight- 
er pilot.

So here is the Norden bomb- 
sight, exterior views: 

First a horizontal cylinder about 
two feet long and eight to 10 
inches in diameter. It has a sight 
hole, circular and two inches in 
diameter, a dial and two knobs. 

This cylinder fits on top of a 
rounded box about two feet square 
on which are several dials and 
knobs. 
| A small platform, perhaps a 
foot square, projects from the box 
upon which are mounted several 
dials. 
| It works ““‘in collaboration” with 
/a bombardier. The task of the 
'man is: to make two calculations, 
‘one of direction, the other of 
height. Peering through the sight 
hole, he sees two crossing lines. 
When the target appears to him 
at the point where the lines cross, 
he lets go his bombs and a few 
seconds later another Nazi oil re- 
finery is lifted into the sky in 
very small pieces. 

The part of the machine: it cal- 
culates drift, air speed, wind re- 
sistance, it takes over absolute con- 
troL of the plane and relates its 
behavior to the other elements en-

It figures the distance from plane

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State University 
Operates at Loss 
In Fiscal Year 


Although the Navy and Army 
paid nearly half the operating ex- 
penses of the University of Geor- 
gia, the Athens institution oper- 
‘ated at a loss during the past fiscal 
year because of low enrollment in 
‘civilian students dnd rising ex- 
|pegditures necessary to train sol- 
diers and sailors. 

This is shown in a report for 
publication today by State Auditor 
B, E. Thrasher Jr. The Navy paid 
$1,291,280, and the Army paid 
$380,079 toward the school’s oper- 
ating expenses of $3,406,284. How- 
ever, the operating costs have 
doubled since 1942 because of the 
training programs for the armed 
services.

university overspent its available

Low Initial Bond Sales 
Challenge to ‘Third Army’ 


Georgians faced two challenges today as the Sixth War Loan drive 


. moved into its second week. 


First, they were challenged by initial figures of bond sales here. 
With one-fourth campaign time gone, sales amounted to only 8 per 


. cent. 

Second, they were challenged by 
reminders of the grimness of this 
war 

In releasing tabulation for the 
November 1-22 period (all Novem- 
ber and December sales are cred- 
ited to the drive), Robert A. Mc- 
Cord, chairman, Georgia War Fi- 
nance Committee, termed the first 
figures a “challenge.” A total of 
$10,317,044 of al) types of bonds 
have been sold. Of this amount, 
Georgians bought $6,438,465 in 
“E” bonds, the type bought by in- 
dividuals, or 19 per cent of the 
$34,000,000 quota. 

In Washington, Ted. R. Gamble, 
national director, War Finance Di- 
vision, United States Treasury, 
pointed out that there are “no 
short cuts to victory and no bar- 
gain prices for the purchasers.” 

“Far from being over,” he said, 
“the war in Europe is now at its 
most critical stage. Our men at

the front need all the equipment 
we can give them and then some. 
Even after we have battered the 
Nazis to their knees, we will till 
have the tremendous job in the 
Pacific. We will have to go ham- 
mer and tongs for the Japs and 
that’s going to be no picnic. We 
will have to blast them out of the 
foxholes, island: by island, until 
we reach Tokyo .

Laureate 
Of Georgia 


Ollie Reeves, whose vérse 
ne you daily in The Consti- 

tion, has been named poet lau- 
reate of Georgia by Gov. Arnall. 

Reeves succeeds the late Dr. 
W. F. Melton, who died two weeks 
ago. 

Just as genial as the light, 
cheery verse he writes for The 
Constitution, Reeves is secretary- 
treasurer of the Reeves Marble 
Company, and a leader in Atlanta 
civic circles. He is married, and 
the father of three children, all 
girls. 

He is a member of the Lions 
Club, and a past president of the 
Atlanta chapter; he is president 
of the Georgia Association of 
Workers for the Blind, and first 
vice president of the Atlanta 
Writers’ Club. 

His poetry has appeared in 
leading maga ine of this country, 
and has been accepted by sev- 
eral Brtish papers and numer- 
eus anthologies. He has pub- 
lished ane book of poetry. 

While thé poems Reeves com- 
poses for The Constitution gen- 
erally are of the light variety and 
based on humorous _ificidents 
from the news, much o. his work 
is of a serious iature. The 
Thanksgiving Prayer published 
on our front page lest Thursday 
is an example of his more serious 
work, and has ~brought much 
praise to him. 

Reeves was born in  Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., in March, 1889, and 
was educated in the public schools 
of Anniston, Ala.

War, for all its evils, has 
brought home to both industry 
and labor the simple fact that full 
production and eventually full 
employment can be achieved only 
with a full complement of skilled 
labor. ie 
ington, D. C., administrative offi- 
cer of the apprentice training serv- 
ice for the War Manpower Com- 
mission, underlined that statement 
in an interview with The Constitu- 
tion here yesterday. He is con- 
vinced, he said, that had the na- 
tion had more trained workmen 
before the war, today's drastic 
shortages of labor in some areas 
would not have developed. 


“Full production,” he pointed 
out, “lies squarely with the ver- 
satility, the adaptability, and the 
craftsmanship of the laborers. We 
did not have enough highly skill- 
ed workers to match the expan- 
sion in industry occasioned by the 
war and we did not have enough 
time to train more. 

“Consequently industry  cor- 
ralled as many workers as it could 
and put each to a single job. Full 
production was turned out, but 
the result has been an accumu- 
lation of single-skilled workers 
and a tremendous waste of money 
and time that cannot be continued 
into peacetime industry.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(#)— 
The quarrel between Russia and 
Poland’s exile government in Lon- 
don has reached an extremely 
dangerous stage, authorities here 
say.

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Serbian Premier 
Helps Tito With 
South Slav Union 


MOSCOW, Nov. 25.—(#)—A 
Balkan federation of south Slavs, 
embracing an area much wider 
than the present Yugoslavia, ap- 
peared today to be more than a 
theoretical topic as Dr, Ivan Su- 
basic, premier of the exiled Yugo- 
slav government, returned to Bel- 
grade to help Marshal Tito form 
a unified government with Soviet 
Russia’s blessing. 

Plans drafted previously in Bel- 
grade, under which it is under- 
stood that Tito will assume the 
premiership of a federalized Yugo- 
slavia with Subasic and other min- 
isters in the present royal gov- 
ernment as collaborators, now 
have the Kremlin’s friendly ap- 
proval. British assent is regarded 
as a foregone conclusion. 

Changes in the constitutional 
character of Yugoslavia guaran- 
teeing considerable autonomous 
rights to Croatia, Serbia, Slovenia 
and other former provinces with- 
in a federation are being prepared 
by Tito’s national liberation move- 
ment for the postwar period. 

No one well acquainted with 
the political views of many of 
Tito’s supporters considers that 
King Peter has a good chance of 
remaining king of Yugoslavia for 
very long. 

Spared the prolonged dissension 
that has been Poland’s fate, and 
sharing Czechoslovakia’s fortune 
of being on cordial terms with the 
major Allies both in the east and 
west, the new Belgrade govern- 
ment about to be born may be- 
come the most important in south- 
eastern Europe. 

A federation system, in the eyes 
of influential Yugoslavs, is a 
dynamic political apparatus, offer- 
ing the best possibility in history 
of bringing together dissident 
races claiming Slavic origin. 

In Tito’s national liberation 
movement there is widespread be- 
lief that a federation of south 
Slavs should be open to Bul- 
garians if they wish it. 

Frankly, postwar inclusion of 
Bulgaria in a federation is de- 
scribed as a natural prospect. 

Tito himself said the new fed- 
erated Yugoslavia would establish 
a close working alliance with a 
“fraternal Bulgaria,” seeking to 
prevent forever the conflicts of 
the Balkans. His declaration, 
quoted from the Bulgarian paper, 
“Workers’ Cause,” was carried at 
length in the Soviet press today. 

Tito has given Bulgaria a chance 
to clean a slate soiled by injustices 
committed during the occupation 
of southern Serbia. At present six 
Bulgarian divisions are fighting 
alongside the National Liberation 
army against Nazis withdrawing 
from the Balkans.

Special wartime degrees will be awarded by Georgia Tech to 
students taken from school by the armed forces before they can 
obtain regular degrees, President Blake R. Van Leer has announced. 


Tech’s faculty has approved es- 
tablishment of new wartime de- 
grees, Van Leer said yesterday. 
They are: Bachelor of science in 
basic engineering; bachelor of sci- 
ence in naval science, and bach- 
elor of science in industrial man- 
agement, architecture and textile 
engineering. 

“Students who recéive these de- 
grees will have the opportunity 
on their return from war service 
to undertake a program leading 
to completion of all requirements 
for a regular degree in a profes- 
sional field of engineering,” the 


_ president stated, 


The new degree of bachelor of 
science in basic engineering will 
be awarded those students en- 
rolled in the Navy College Train- 
ing Program who. satisfactorily 
complete the eight semesters of 
that course as established by the 
Navy, Van Leer explained, This 
degree also will be awarded civil- 
ian students who have been called 
into service, provided they have 
completed a total of 140 semester 
hours, including all the work of 
the first three years and have a 
satisfactory scholastic average. 

The bachelor of science in naval 
science degree will be awarded to 
naval students who complete the 
Navy’s fully prescribed course in 
Naval ROTC, a course which re- 
quires seven semesters of college 
work and leads directly to a com- 
mission, 

Students in industrial manage- 
ment, architecture and textile en- 
gineering who are called into serv- 
ice may be awarded the degree 
of bachelor of science, if they 
have completed a total of 140 se- 
mester hours, including all the 
work covering the first three years 
and have a satisfactory scholas- 
tic record. 

“These regulations are to apply 
solely and without exceptions only 
to those students who cannot oth- 
erwise complete the regular re- 
quirements on account of being 
called into the armed services of 
the United States,” Col. Van Leer 
concluded.

Handicapped Tots Learn 
Speech at School Here 


By CECILE DAVIS. 
Youngsters who have never heard sounds, who cannot talk be- 
cause their tongues and lips will not form words, are learning the 
meaning and use of speech at the Junior League School of Speech 


Correction. 

Since the school was organized 
by Mrs, William Hamm six years 
ago, approximately 50 handicapped 
children have been corrected and 
transferred to the public schools 
of Atlanta. More than 500 children 
are on the school’s waiting iist— 
waiting for the special training 
which they need but cannot afford. 

In recognition of the highly spe- 
cialized program of the school, and 
the work it does in fitting its pu- 
pils for normal education and nor- 
mal life, the Atlanta school system 
this year is paying the salary of 
one of the three staff members 
and the Fulton county board of 
public welfare has.donatea $5,000 
for improvements and expansion. 
Formerly the school was support- 
ed entirely by the Junior League 
organization and by gifts. 

There are now 43 children en- 
rolled in the school. Some of them 
are totally deaf, others can hear 
a little. Many have normal ears, 
but are handicapped by defor. ied 
or unco-ordinated speech organs. 
They are classified as orally inac- 
tive, a défect which makes speech 
sound like “baby talk,” but is of 
a deeper origin; asphasic, lack of 
speech sometimes accompanied by 
lack of understanding; motor- 
aphasic, inability to produce 
speech although they can hear and 
understand; spastic,. lack of co- 
ordination of the tongue and 
speech muscles; stutterers, glandu- 


lars, and those who speak incor- 
rectly because of cleft palates. 

For example, take the case of 
Johnny Jones, who is ey * tionally 
bright for a six-year-old, but who 
cannot enter public school because 
he is deaf and handicapped by a 
speech defect. Johnny's parents 
couldn’t afford private instruction 
for him. Some people called John- 
ny a “hopeless” case. 

The youngster’s doctor knew bet- 
ter. With the proper training, 
Johnny could learn to talk and to 
understand the speech of others 
by lip-reading. He recommended 
the boy to the Junior League 
school. 

The child’s father brings him 
tu school every day from a town 
40 miles away. The father works 
all night to make a living for 
his family, and sleeps in the wait- 
ing room at the school—and 
Johnny is learning to talk. 

The school’s principal, Miss 
Mary Rose Costello, and its in- 
structors, Miss Sara Kellams and 
Miss Dorothey Mae Bates, are 
graduates of the Central Institute 
in St. Louis, where they were spe- 
cially trained to work with deaf 
mutes and speech defectives. 
With the aid of pment which test 
the hearing, diagrams of the 
speech organs and other equip- 
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includes reading, writing and 
arithmetic, and the other academic 
subjects taught in. the normal 
public school. Thus, when the 
handicapped children have learn: 
ed speech, they are also academi- 
schools. 
call; prepared to enter. public 
schools. 

The length of time required for 


the correction of speech defects 
differs with individual cases, but 
children who enter the school at 
the minimum age level of two 
years are usually corrected with- 
in a year—at most by the time 
they are of school age. There is 
no maximum age limit at the Jun- 
ior League school, Older chil 
dren, and even adults, have been 
trained to speak correctly.

Murder by Million Laid 
To Extermination Groups 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(#)—The War Refugee Board—three 
members of President Roosevelt’s cabinet—sponsored today a 25,000- 
word detailed report of bestial cruelty and murder by the million 


in German extermination camps. 
Said the board, comprising Sec- 
retary of “tete Hull, Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau, and 
Secretary of War Stimson: 


“The board has every reason 
to believe that these reports pre- 
sent a true picture of the fright- 
ful happenings in these camps. It 
is making the reports public in 
the firm conviction that they 
should be read and understood 
by all Americans.” 

The report consisted of two eye- 
witness accounts of life in the 
Nazi camps at Auschwitz and 
Birkenau in southwestern Poland, 
prepared independently but al- 
most precisely parallel. 


JEWS GASSED 


Each included an estimate that 
more than a million and a half 
Jews from various European 
countries were gassed and their

Mrs. Addison Maupin, confer- 
ence treasurer, announced that a 
grand total of all moneys raised 
for all purposes from all sources 
reached the sum of $2,125,176; 
and Conference Statistician E. H. 
Blackburn announced 4,431 per- 
sons during the year had united 
with the churches on profession 
of faith, and a similar number by 
certificate, showing a net gain in 
membership of some 6,000 com- 
municants, bringing the total 
membership at present to 168,450. 
In the annual conference there 
are 320 pastoral charges with 852 
congregations. Total salaries paid 
to pastors reached the sum of 
$581,798, and to district superin- 
tendents $52,408. 

Mrs. L. M. Awtrey, president 
of the Conference Woman’s So- 
ciety of Christian Service, stated 
that the 18,794 members of that 
organization had contributed dur- 
ing the year a total of $154,352. 
Bishop Arthur J. Moore announced 
that north Georgia Methodists 
had this year paid 91.9 per cent 
on amounts asked for world serv- 
ice and 114.81 per cent on the 


lamounts actually agreed upon. 


The 91.9 per cent paid shows an 
increase in the last five years from 
payments of less than 60 per cent. 


BUDGET ADOPTED 


For the coming year a budget 
of $173,458 has been adopted, to 
be evenly divided between world 
service work and conference be- 
nevolences. In addition to the 
budget sum of $173,458 the North 
Georgia erence has accepted a 
quota of $422,000 in the $25,000,- 
000 fund in the Crusade for Christ. 

Quotas for various districts in 

the $442,000 conference quota were 
accepted as follows: Athens-Elber- 
ton, $34,900: Atlanta East, $74,750; 
Atlanta West, $65,350; Augusta, 
$39,150; Dalton, $34,900; Decatur- 
Oxford, $32,850; Gainesville, $32,- 
950; Griffin, $35,700; LaGrange, 
$34,050; Rome, $33,750. In the 
South Georgia conference a quota 
of $374,600 was accepted for the 
crusade fund, while the Atlanta 
Negro annual conference accepts 
a quota of $31,050 and the Savan- 
nah Negro annual conference takes 
a quota of $13,625. Georgia 
Methodism’s total accepted quota 
for both white and colored Meth- 
odists is $841,625. 
The threat of a shortage of 
preachers was declared to be of 
utmost seriousness during the con- 
ference session just closed. The 
retirement of several men and 
deaths of others, responses to calls 
for chaplains, and the small num- 
ber of new recruits, forced the 
employment of more than 65 sup- 
ply pastors for the coming year. 
This year only four men were 
received on trial, while in 1925 
the number of men received was 
15, and in 1931 there were 17 new 
recruits. Where larger classes 
were admitted during previous 
years, recent years have recorded 
fewer and fewer admissions. Dean 
H. B. Trimble, of Emory Univer- 
sity, stated that there are 4,000 
fewer Methodist ministers in the 
United States than in 1900, while 
theological seminaries, year by 
year, are graduating smaller and 
smaller classes, At Emory, said 
Dean Trimble, the students in 
theology now number 100, while 
formerly the number reached 132. 
MINISTERS’ AID DEBATED 

The periods of vigorous debate 
occurred during the recent con- 
ference session, when the mat- 
ters of providing equal aid for all 
retired ministers and deferment of 
military training were under con- 
sideration. A proposal submitted 
by the Rev. Clarence A. Hall, 
agent for the homes board, sought 
to give each superannuated min- 
ister the sum of $15 monthly, and 
$8 to each deceased minister’s 
widow, as rental aids in provid- 
ing themselves homes. Under the 
present system fewer than one- 
half the ministers, and fewer than 
one-fourth the widows, receive 
any help whatsoever. The Hall 
proposal, which stipulates equal 
aid to one and all, was debated 
and recommitted for’a year’s fur- 
ther study. 

Further debate was occasioned 
when a resolution asking defer- 
ment of enforced military train- 
ing was submitted. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

“Georgia Temperance Day” is 
set for Sunday, January 21, on 
which day the first temperance 
lesson in Sunday school study will 
be offered.

Shortage of Funds 
Blocks Rayon Study 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(#)— 
Sen, Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, said today shortage of funds 
has blocked the start of a senate- 
approved investigation of rayon as. 
a competitor of cotton and wool. 


The senate authorized its agri- 
culture committee to conduct the 
inquiry, but Bankhead said it had 
become apparent the $5,000 ex- 
pense fund allowed will be inade- 
quate. The Alabaman announced 
he will ask the senate to boost the 
amount to $25,000. 


At the same time, Bankhead de- 
clared that an important phase of 
the investigation will be a review 
of upwards of $100,000,000 of fed- 
eral loans he said had been ad- 
vanced to the rayon industry to 
expand production during the war. 

“The government has been fi- 
nancing these plants,” he said, “in 
competition with the established 
cotton industry in the south.” 


Price Support Given 
For Butcher Hogs 


Price support again has been ex- 
tended to good and choice butcher 
hogs weighing from 240 to 270 
pounds, T. Walter Hughes, district 
representative of the War Food 
Administration’s Office of Distri- 
bution, said. 

Hughes quoted trom a WFA an- 
nouncement which stated that 
“good and choice butcher hogs 
weighing from 200 to 270 pounds, 
instead of from 200 to 240 pounds, 
will be supported at $12.50, Chi- 
cago basis, until June 30, 1945.” 

Support was given the entire 
200-270-pound range prior to Octo- 
ber 1, but since that date has ap- 
pee only to 200 to 240-pound

INCREASES TO COME SLOWLY 

Observation: Add to this inevi- 
table administrative delays in 
WLB action—and the net result is 
that the increases would come 
slowly and with a lesser impact 
than might at first glance be ex- 
pected. Chances are that the full 
increases will not go through on a 
large scale before war production 
has sharply declined. Unemploy- 
ment will then militate against the 
achievement of the 65-cent mini- 
mum.

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The Governor's Forthright Call To Action 


Gov. Ellis Arnall has done a very 
courageous thing in admitting there has 
been a disturbing amount of unfavorable 
public reaction to the proposed new con- 
stitution. 


His letter to the members of the com- 
mission charged with .the task of redraft- 
ing the outmoded document is a master- 
piece of candor and forthrightness. 


“As a matter of fact,” he frankly ad- 
mits, “not a single person has expressed 
to me commendation of our work.” 


The Governor is undisputably correct, 
of course. Hardly ever have Georgia press 
and public been so unanimous as in their 
disappointment in the fact that, as the Tif- 
ton Gazette so adgguately sums it up: “The 
new constitution threatens to become not 
the will of the people but the will of less 
than a score of persons who were afraid 
to face any controversial issues.” 


It is interesting, incidentally, to note 
that the Governor attributes public dissat- 
isfaction to an absence of the three pro- 
visions upon which, we have contended all 
along, the success or failure of the new 
constitution hinged. 


Ninety-five per cent of the sincere crit- 
icism stems directly, says Gov. Arnall, 
from the commission’s failure: 


(1) To provide for a realistic constitu- 
tional civil service system for state em- 
ployes based on merit and fitness by writ- 
ing the provisions into constitutional law 
- rather than leaving to each succeeding leg- 
islature and administration the power and 
authority to change and destroy the sys- 
tem. 


(2). To provide a reasonable system of 


home rule so that local matters and local 
issues may be determined by the people 
of the municipalities and counties affected. 


(3) To provide a constitutional board 
of corrections so that prison reform may 
be protected and advanced in the succeed- 
ing years rather than sabotaged and dis- 
rupted by those who hate and discount 
the progress thus far made. 


The Governor, in view of the unprece- 
dented storm of protest which has greeted 
the commission’s side-stepping of three 
such important issues, is fully justified in 
calling its members back into special ses- 
sion. Especially is this true in view of the 
fact that not a few are the Georgians who 
share the sentiment of the Gainesville 
News that, unless the revised document “is 
a considerable improvement over the draft 
which the commission has agreed upon, we 
are confident it will not be approved.” 


There are 23 members of the commis- 
sion. Only 15 or 16 have been present at 
recent sessions when all-important matters 
were acted upon. The Goverr.or has a right 
to ask—and the people of Georgi& a right 
to expect—all 23 members of the body to 
be present December 8 and 9, when an 
effort will be made to effectuate the peo- 
ple’s will on these three vital, issues. 


The new constitution is, as the Gover- 
nor said, “tremendously important to the 
future welfare of our state.” 


It is so important that,the Governor's 
forthright action in re-summoning the 
commission must be matched in the re- 
sponse of each of the 23 members to this 
appeal for “an intelligent, progressive and 
forward-looking basic document of funda- 
mental law.” 


Atlanta's Projected Medical Center 


Atlanta’s dreams of a 30-million-dollar 
medical center are a step nearer reality 
following a meeting Friday in which city, 
Fulton and DeKalb county officials tenta- 
tively agreed to a program to merge all 
local work under one co-ordinating au- 
thority. 


There has been growing enthusiasm in 
such a proposal since revelation, by The 
Constitution a few weeks ago, that funds 
ere in prospect for a vast new plant for 
Grady hospital to cost approximately five 
million dollars. 


There is real reason to hope that, if pub- 
lic hospital facilities of Atlanta, Fulton 
and DeKalb counties are co-ordinated un- 
der one general hospital authority, the way 
will be opened for the securing of funds 
which will give us medical facilities second 
to none. 


With such a prospect, authorities of 
three governments are to be commended 
for their efforts to effectuate the consoli- 
dation and bring about early realization of 


our 30-million-dollar dream. 


Ollie F. Reeves, Poet Laureate =

Mighty Baptists, 
Mighty Fox Hunters 


Every year, down at Hogansville, Ga., the 
Ware brothers get together on the occasion of 
Rigg Ware's birthday. 


The dinner is one of those things which the bobby sox crowd 
would describe as out of this world. This was a war year and it 
is next to impossible to get all the things one wants. So, naturally, 
the dinner was a war dinner. We sat down to a restricted menu 
of roast turkey, fried chicken, creamed potatoes, butter beans, sweet 
potato pudding, thickly sewn with pecans, dressing, giblet gravy, 
cranberry sauce, celery, olives, préserves, jelly, and hot biscuits 
which were symphonies of mixing and baking. For dessert there 
was ice cream and two kinds of cake. Just a light dessert. 


The dressing was genuine. That is to say, it'was not made out 
of old, leftover lightbread. It was cooked dressing with the proper 
amount of sage. I mention this because the making of dressing is 
almost a lost art. The giblet gravy, well supplied with butter 
and sliced hard-boiled eggs, was also out of this world. But, as I 
said, this was a war-year dinner. 

The Ware brothers of Heard county long have been among my 
treasured friends. They were featured on the front cover of the 
Christian Index. a week or so ago and they also have been pictured 
in fox hunting journals, being mighty Baptists and mighty fox 
hunters. 

Their grandfather, John Mims Ware, helped lay out Heard 
county in 1829 and was the first legislator from that county. They 
have all made fine contributions in citizenship and I know of no 
men anywhere who know better the art of living. 

Their combined age is 311 years, but each man has 


Hunters his pack of hounds and each day is an active one. 
A. Z, (Mit) Ware is the eldest, being 83. Henry Hall Ware comes 
next with 78 years and is followed by R, H. Ware with 76, and 
R. M. Ware, the youngest, with 74 years. 


They have a gréat store of memory, going back to the days 
after the Civil War and the period we know, in irony, as the re- 
construction’ period which followed. 

They remember the great fox hounds and the great preachers 
and judges of those frontier-like days. They remember the Baptist 
preacher who stopped his sermon to go to the window back of the 
pulpit and hie on a pack of hounds, which ran a fox right by the 
church one Sabbath afterndon. 

The salt and savor of the old days is in their stories and some- 
how they have sifted out the sorrows and the hurts and retained 
only the laughter and the fun of it all. It has kept them young. 

A son-in-law complained, after the dinner, when the cigars were 
lit that Hall Ware had a fine trailer for his hounds, 11 of them, but 
liked them so well he let them all ride in his car, two on the 
front seat. 

“I traded with him two years ago,” he said. “The car smelled 
so much like hound dogs I had to disinfect it. It still smelled and 
my wife wouldn’t ride in it, so I swapped it off to a fellow. A 
year and a half later I traded with him again and got it back. I 
had it painted and fixed up. The first time I took it out my wife 
said, ‘You know, this car smells just like Uncle Hall's car.’ I had 


to give up.” 
Hounds The stories of hounds run on and on. Hall Ware re- 
members taking his hounds to visit a friend and spend 
the night before a big hunt. The next morning they couldn't find 
the best, hound. He answeréd neither call nor horn. 
They found him later that day, asleep on the bed in the room 
kept ready for “company.” The man’s wife was a little put out. 
“Tt seems,” recalls Hall Ware, “that the bed cover was of white 
silk, which she prized very much, and the dog was a little muddy.” 


The talk concerned also the war. ‘“Mit’? Ware has four grand- 
sons in it. Rigg Ware’s proudest birthday present was one from 
his son in England who had found four beautiful silver fox heads, 
made to serve as dinner place cards, and got them there in time for 
his father’s birthday*party. He was hunting more of them, 

The talk ran on. Old camp fires flamed and died. Old hounds 
gave tongue and had his deeds rechronicled. Many a red fox was 
honored for his sagacity and skill. 

And s0 we sat, the air filled with the smoke of cigars and 
laughter and ‘talk until it was time to go and we went sleepily 
out into the night and turned homeward. 

Next year they hope I can arrive before dark. This year 
Hall Ware warned me against showing myself around town. “You 
wrote that the Walker hound was the best hound,” he said, “and 
with all the July hound folks around it would be plumb dangerous 
for you to show yourself.”

Sinews of War for Our Men 


(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 


The most important statements in several weeks have come from 


oa Eisenhower, November 19th, and Henry Kaiser, on November. 
’ 


Gen. Eisenhower again, and the President and Paul McNutt 
on November 21st, to the effect that the tremendous battle for Ger- 
many. demands unforeseen amounts of munitions and that they 
were not being delivered in sufficient quantity. Mr. Kaiser stated 
that “hosts of war workers are quitting essential posts every day” 
and cited that in his own Richmond (Cal.) shipyard he had lost 
some 23,000 men. 

The President said, with emphasis, “This is costly to lives.” He 
stated that munition at the front was having to be rationed. 

This is a terribly grim statement. For what is not done with 
shells is done with the lives of men. 


Mr. McNutt said a “manpower situation of the utmost serious- 
ness confronts the country, born of the difficulty of recruiting 
workers in some areas for supercritical war programs.” 


The reason is clear, Foreseeing an end of the war in Europe, 
workers are beginning to shift themselves out of defense industries 
and into plants manufacturing civilian goods, apprehensive that 
they may suddenly find themselves out of work. 


Now, of course, this is a serious condition of affairs. General 
Eisenhower is after a detisive victory in Europe in a matter of 
weeks or months. It is his intention to defeat the German armies 
now, west of the Rhine. It means fighting without_pauge through 
most terrible weather, worse in some respects than the Russian, for 
a deeply frozen terrain is not s6 terrible for the soldiers as alternate 
frost; thaw and rain, adding up to perpetual mud, and that is the 
usual condition in Europe during late fall and winter. 


. Gen. Fisenhowér is making upon our men the most 
Nazi Hope heroic demands, in order to foil the Germans in their 
last hope—the hope of time; time to train men scratched from the 
bottom of the barrel, and time to perfect new and more terrible 
weapons. 

We are fighting in the most fortified area of Europe. In open 
country, without prepared positions, great amounts of munitions 
are essential and help, but the main burden has to be carried by 
the men themselves, and not so much depends upon the power of 
great. weapons and plentiful munitions. 


But confronted with an enormous system of fortresses, pill- 
boxes, tank traps, wire entanglements and the enemy's heaviest 
fire, the life of every AmericadA, French and British boy, depends 
upon the intensity of our fire,“which must fight down and level the 
fortifications before the assault. The destruction of whole cities of 
concrete demands amounts of munition surmounting imagination. 
The Germans could not imagine the terror of our firepower; they 
felt a measure of security behind their wall of steel and concrete. 
It seems that behind that wall they know they cannot fight, Thus, 
it is here, that they are making their most desperate resistance. If 
we are once through the situation will not be identical, but similar 
to the situation after our breakthrough in Normandy. 


To put ourselves where we now are, has cost the lives of our 
bravest and best. The weeks ahead, climaxing the entire action, 
will bring grief to many, many homes. The failure or retardation 
of this action would be a catastrophe. We are also fighting in the 
Philippines one of the decisive battles of history. Yet the battle for 
Germany cannot be interrupted, and thus we shall have to rob 
Peter to pay Paul, unless the flow of arms and munition. proceeds 
in ever mounting crescendo. 


: : Now is the moment when the home front 
Time for Action should mobilize itself with all the intensity 
which is in it. Now is not the moment for any American to think 
about his future, for too many of the most worthy will have no 
future except in Heaven and in our hearts, as the result of this 
battle for’ us. 

Yet, if I should try to find some explanation for this, I am sure 
temporary default, it is that the inspiration of our war on the home 
front is not equal even to our material production. Why do we fire 
no great salvos to remind us of the grandeur of our military achieve- 
ments? The sinking of the Japanese fleet off the Philippines was 


one of the decisive battles of history. It passed all but unnoticedy 


If the Russians had won that battle, they would have fired salvos 
and hoisted flags, and held great mass celebrations in the streets. 
If the British had won it, they would have rung the church bells, 
and closed the schools for a day. 

We need to make visible and audible our victories, won with 
so much devotion and sacrifice and. blood. 

Men do not live by bread alone, and if the bread of the future 
comes into the foreground, it is only because the inspiration of the 
present is lacking. 

Let none of us abuse our workers. But let us call them, together 
with all of us, te an increased sense of the greatness of this moment, 
upon the outcome of which all the rest depends.

Text 
And Pretext 


There ts an instinctive fear in 
the hearts of the American people 
of mixing religion and politics. 
The fear is twofold, It is first 
a fear that in some way govern- 
ment may interfere with the free 
conscience of the citizen. That it 
may attempt to limit the sacred 
right to worship or not to wor- 
ship, according to the dictates of 
one’s conscience, The other fear 
is that the church may, directly 
or indirectly, interfere with the 
right to choose in the political 
area, or dominate the actions of 
the government. No tyrann, is 
quite so terrible as that exercised 
in the name of God, . 

Political parties are wholesome 
just so long as they stand for well 
defined political principles, So 
one may well align himself in a 
general way with a certain party, 
because he believes that in the 
long run its principles represent 
tRe best interests of the country 
But in practical political life we 
know that parties are far from 
being consistent, but modify and 
trim their policies for the purpose 
of winning votes. For one to com- 
mit himself to the support of any 
one party, irrespective of its va- 
riations in policies and candidates, 
is to surrender his inalienable 
right to choose for himself. It is 
to surrender this high and holy 
prerogative of his personality into 
the keeping of party caucuses and 
committees. It means the substi- 
tution of party loyalty for loyalty 
lo country and to conscience. 

Blind party loyalty robs one of 
his divine right to choose. For 
this reason there can be no whole- 
some democracy so long as politi- 
cal leaders can count on any sec- 
tion or state to vote their party 
ticket at every election, irrespec- 
tive of their principles and candi- 
dates. It is not true that the citi- 
zens of Georgia have literally sur- 
rendered their political freedom 
in our national eléctions, since po- 
litical leaders for the last half cen- 
tury have been able fo count their 
votes before they were cast in the 
ballot box? 

Now the essence of true reli- 
gion, also, is found in the right 
of the individual to choose for 
himself. So the moment organ- 
ized religion in any form, adopts 
a political program, and seeks by 
any means to coerce its members 
to give it support, it violates both 
the spirit of democracy and the 
spirit of Jesus. Organized reli- 
gion has no right to dictate to its 
members, the man or party for 
which he shall vote, nor even to 
ask for whom he did vote. It has 
a right and a duty, however, to 
ask why he votes—that is, in what 
spirit, and from what motives he 
votes. Because religion to be ef- 
fective should seek to permeate 
the motive of évery man in every 
realm of life. 

A democratic government should 
be the expression of the will of 
the people. The task of religion 
ix to so influence people that they 
should ask of God, “What is Thy 
will?” Let me insist at the risk 
of being misunderstood, that in 
any political contest the issue is 
never so simple and clear that we 
can not declare that one side is 
God's side, and the other is against 
His will. The important question 
is whether the man who votes is 
right within. Whether he seeks to 
make the will of God his will. Two 
men might well stand on the op- 
posite sides of any issue, and both 
might be right morally, or both 
might be wrong, according to the 
purity of their motives, and loy- 
alty to their conscientious convic- 
tions.

Georgia To Broaden 
Child Labor Laws? 


With child labor reportedly being exploited... 
in the Atlanta area and other Georgia commu 
nities, the Georgia Volunteer War Services Coun- 

cil plans to ask the legislature to broaden child labor laws and put 
“teeth” into their enforcement. 


Indications that the present law is widely violated is seen in 
a report that one community—filled with war industries—showed 
an increase of 200 per cent in hernia cases of boys under 14 years 
of age. Children under 14 are forbidden to work in mills, laun- 
dries, manufacturing plants and workshops under the present law. 


More children are working today than ever in thé history of 
the state—working both legally and illegally. Lon Sullivan, director 
of the War Services Council, said 25,000 work certificates have been 
issued to youths between the ages of 14 and 18, as compared with 
400 certificates issued three years ago. He estirhates that an addi- 
tional 25,000 are working without obtaining certificates from the 
State Labor Department. 


The legislature may be asked to broaden the law to cover all 
employment, except agriculture and domestic service, for children 
under 14 years of age, and to require work certificates in all these 
jobs for youths between the ages of 14 and 18. This would hit jook 
joints hiring teen-age girls, in addition to watching over boys and 
girls in factories, as the present law does. 


A new proposal would limit the number of hours a child may ° 
work. There presently is no provision applying specifically to chil- 
dren, although the 60-hour week applies for all employes in cotton 
and woolen factories. The war council would like to see children 
between the ages of 14 and 16 limited to four hours’ work on a 
school day, eight hours on Saturday, and 48 hours per week during 
vacation—during the wartime emergency. Later it would favor a 
40-hour week maximum for vacation work, The combined hours of 
school and work should not exceed eight daily. The council would 
like to see night work banned in all except agriculture and demes- 
tic services. 

Legislative leaders already have shown interest in these pro- 
posals. '

Big Business 
sees the Light 


WASHINGTON.—A picture of big business in 

the United States and other nations finally accept- 

ing some. concepts already established in the mod- 

ern world emerges, as a pleasant surprise, from a study of the pro- 

ceedings of the recent international business conference at Rye, N. Y., 
at which 52 nations were represented. 


This acceptance—even if belat- 
ed and somewhat reluctant—holds 
encouragement for the necessary 
edjustments in international trade 
and business after the war. The 
delegates realized the difficulties 
ahead. | 

Particularly hopeful was the rec- 
oOmmendation for an international 
economic charter which would em- 
body provisions of treaties elimi- 
nating trade restrictions, includ- 
ing a progressive lowering of tariff 
barriers, with an international eco- 
nomic organization—a sort of 
league of nations for business— 
to supervise and co-ordinate com- 
mercial policies in accordance with 
the charter. 

The conferees favored recipro- 
cal action for lowering tariffs, 
which would be embraced in a 
multilateral trade convention 
among nations—a project in which 
the United States has pioneered 
under the leadership of Secretary 
of State Hull. Naturally, they 
sew that immediate or total re- 
moval of all tariff barriers is not 
possible, but they held that this 
should be “a cardinal point of na- 
tional and international policies.’ 

The conferees also recognized 
the trend toward central govern- 
ment supervision in economic and 
social welfare, in co-operation 
with business, to render various 
services in research, education 
and statistics, and on behalf of 
the people in the way of controls 
for their protection and benefit. 
They were emphatic, however, 
against extension of government 
into new fields, regarding this as 
neither desirable nor necessary. 
They stressed the need of continu- 
ing private enterprise and formu- 
lated a code to protect it. 

The report of the private en- 
terprise section pointed out that 
the principles on which this coun- 
try was founded have been ap- 
plied “to accommodate the expan- 
sion of government functions and 
controls. 

“Yet the fact is clear that in 
America today enterprise is more 
solidly in private hands, that here 
it is freer, and that here it is more 
truly competitive than in many 
other lands.” it said. This is quite 
s concession and does not jibe 
with some of the complaints 
raised in our recent election cam- 
paign. The conference began aft- 
er the election. 


The section on encouragement 
and protection of investments also 
emphasized that, in investments in 


undeveloped areas, “the social pur- 
poses and effects of such invest- 
ments should receive every con- 
sideration.” The section on in- 
dustrialization in new areas urged 
that countries seeking help for in- 
dustrialization should realize that 
they must, among other things 
have fair and reasonable labor 
laws and administrative practices. 

But the conference hedged and 
compromised on one of the most 
important and vital issues before 
the world today, that of cartels, 
those international monopolies 
which restrict markets, control 
prices, corner patents and other- 
wise encumber competition and 
free enterprise to the detriment of 
the consumer all over the world. 

This is something the average 
citizen should be concerned about, 
and so should the nation, for it 
was such restrictions exercised 
through German cartels in tie-ups 
with American industry that caus- 
ed a shortage of critical materials 
when we were drawn into the war. 

The section dealing with cartels 
said “it is essential to preserve the 
benefits of such agreements, and 
to avoid their use in a manner 
which is contrary to the public in- 
terest of any nation” which means 
next to nothing. At the same time 
it is in conflict with the confer- 
ence’s fine words about maintain- 
ing competition and free enter- 
prise, 


Our government has gone much 
further in its thinking and plan- 
ning. Proposals range from a min- 
imum of requiring registration of 
all private cartel agreements, so 
that their terms would be public, 
to outlawing of cartels, the latter 
idea advanced by the Kilgore Sen- 
ate Committee. 

It is obvious that our govern- 
ment must guard closely against 
such thinking as that at the inter- 
national business conference if we 
are not to go into another era 
such as we have lived through, in 
which these international monop- 
olies were more powerful than po- 
litical governments and contribut- 
ed to the’ maladjustments which 
led to war.

Won't Stick 


To Their Jobs 


THOMASTON.—His head was bald, with just 
a fringe of white hair, and his face very red as 
he came into the employment office in a busy 


Georgia city. 


“I'm going to see justice!” he cried. 


“IT have to clear 


the fair name of Hogan—where’s the boss?” 


He came on to the boss’ desk, so angry that he was shaking with 
indignation and his usually mild Irish eyes looked quite bloodthirsty. 


“Yes, Hogan, what is it?” 

“The labor union had me fired 
—tme, Hogan, because I said in 
meeting that I'd not belong to an 
organization with Portuguese in 
it. And I won't. Not again. I took 
him in, you see, this Portuguese 
who had been a stowaway, I paid 
his fare and got him a job at the 
place where I worked. I took him 
into my home and into my union 
—and what happened? My wife 
ran off with him and took the 
children. Well, I'm going to see 
justice, I'm going to clear the fair 
mame of Hogan—” 


He was going to follow them, 
he said, the Portuguese who had 
taken his wife and children, but 
it- was necessary that he be re 
instated in the union before he 
left. He was tragic, and ridiculous, 
too, as he stood there pounding 
the desk: he was one reason why 
men quit their jobs and go else- 
where. The appeals come from 
Gen. Eisenhower and from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for workers to 
stick to their jobs, but human na- 
ture is stronger than a courteous 
appeal. 

In small towns and in cities they 
eppear before employment desks 
with their pathetic stories of do- 
mestic relations. This man wants 
to work on the night shift at the 
factory where his wife works. 
Love? Not exactly: “I want to be 
there so I can keep an eye on 
her.” , 

A young man comes in, gives 
his age as 30, and says that it is 
very difficult for him to get a 
job since he has no teeth. The 
wortan at the desk takes a moth- 
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erly interest in him and replies, 
“You are such a young man, why 
don't you get a plate?” 

“I've got a plate lady, but my 
wife keeps it in her pocketbook, so 
I won't step out!” No, that isn’t 
a cheap vaudeville joke, it hap- 
pened—and it wasn't funny. 


But not all of them are tragic, 
either, some are insolent and oth- 
ers just plain “fresh.” A soldier 
who had been discharged some 
time ago indicates that he is will- 
ing to accept a position. “What 
have you been doing for the past 
two months?” the interviewer asks 
him. 

“Loafing.” 

“Isn't that a rather long time to 
loaf these days?” 


“I’ve been sick.” 


“Have you a doctor’s certifi- 
cate?” she asks, and he replies, 
“No. Do you want to make some- 
thing of it?” i 

The girls are accustomed to that 
sort. When one@looks over a 
young man’s application card she 
is thinking only of the best job 
for him. “What do you have in 
mind?” one young man is asked, 
and with a faraway look in his 
eyes he says, “You mean—about 
a job?” 

Sometimes the “freshness” is un- 
intentional but nonetheless amus- 
ing. When a cotton mill worker 
was asked what he wanted to do, 
he answered, “Lay out.” The in- 
terviewer was disgusted; if he was 
going to “lay out,” why did he 
bother to get a job? But she dis- 
covered that this wag a technical 
term for a certain type of cotton 
mill work, 


And then there was the educated 
Honduran who had given the in- 
terviewer all the necessary facts 
for his card.and when it was filled 
out she handed it to him for veri- 
fication. “Is that correct?” He 
read it carefully then returned it 
with a single criticism, “You have 
used a relative pronoun wrong; it 
should be the singular form where 
you have the plural.” 


Others are not so bright. A 
rather small young woman, not too 
neat in appearance and of obvious- 
ly foreign birth states that she 
wants a job but does not know 
what she can do. The interview- 
er looks over her list of available 
jobs and inquires, “How would 
you like to be an egg candler?” 
“I ought to be able to do that,” 
the applicant says, “I've been get- 
ting so many bad eggs recently.” 
And one young man when asked 
what his draft classification was, 
replied, “Ludowici.” 


But those are the exceptions. Of 
the millions who do stick to the 
daily grind we hear little—until 
the reports come in from overseas 
proving that their work has been 
well done. But the war. is so far 
away, and on the street corners in 
Georgia towns iife goes on in its 
immemorial way. colored man 
leans up against a drugstore wall 
talking to his girl. “Sho is one 
pretty day,” he remarks, “and I’m 
taking the day off.” The girl looks 
et him wistfully and answers, “I 
wisht I was workirig—so I could 
take the day off.”

Gen. Marshall 
Is in Error 


NEW YORK.—The convention 
of the American Federation of 
Labor in New Orleans produced 
two shocks. 

First, Gen. George C. Marshall, 
the chief of staff of the Army, 
and Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell 
revealed that American soldiers 
fighting the Germans have been 
handicapped by shortages of am- 
munition, tanks, trucks, tires, wire 
and other equipment. 

Second, they both buttered with 
undeserved political praise an 
auxiliary of President Roosevelt's 
party which, contrary to their 
tributes, has had absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the production 
which, in Gen. Marshall's words, 
enabled the Americans “to wrest 
the initiative from the enemy in 
every theater of war.” Such 
mocking nonsense might have 
been expectable from Somervell. 

But Marshall always hitherto 
has been above politics and ‘he 
cannot but know that unions of 
the AFL have used the war as an 
opportunity to shake down the 
workers and the government for 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
and have been guilty of innumer- 
able strikes, many of them for 
trivial causes and all of them in- 
excusable and in violation of the 
vaunted no-strike pledge. 

It simply is not true that the 
AFL helped make it possible to 
seize the initiative and if Gen. 
Marshall really believes that it 
did contribute in tha slightest de- 
gree to this achievement then he 
has been deceived to an extent 
which seems impossible in a man 
of his intelligence and judgment. 

The workers, yes. They did 
this job, such as it has been to 
date, which now seems to have 
been inexcusably short of re- 
quirements. But the fact that 
most of them are union people un- 
der the compulsion of the Roose- 
velt machine and, in countless 
cases, have been compelled to pay 
the union racketeers initiation fees 
of $50 and up even for the privi- 
lege of working at the meanest 
pick-and-shovel jobs, reflects no 
credit on the AFL. They would 
have done the same work as free 
men and women and probably 
would have built and produced 
faster. 

Was the AFL helping to wrest 
the initiative from the Germans 
when a gang of racketeers held up 
the construction of the pipe line 
from Texas to the east in an at- 
tempt to shake down citizens who 
wanted no part of the union, know- 


my, to be a low racket? 

id the AFL help when a rack- 
eteer in Rochester, N. Y., called 
the operating engineers off an im- 
portant construction job with a 
sudden epidemic of an _ illness 
which he said could be cured by 
a raise of 16 cents an hour? 

Is Roosevelt's friend, Dan Tobin, 
of the teamsters’ union, contrib- 
uting to victory and saving lives 
when the dictatorial management 
of Local 25, in Boston, drives 
5,000 truckmen to the desperate 
remedy of a strike which has 
piled up freight far outside Bos- 
ton and even clogged shipments 
of war materials, including explo- 
sives so desperately needed. for 
the assault on the Rhine? 

And, even in projects and indus- 
tries where there have been no 
strikes, the AFL has been no more 
than an employment agency and 
always serving its own interests 
first and those of the fighting men 
thereafter and only incidentally. It 
has been crawling with racketeers, 
especially in the construction 
trades which collected tribute from 
practically all the jobs in the war 
building program. And, though 
many of these vermin have been 
resoundingly exposed, the AFL 
has never yet moved to throw one 
of them out or adopted any consti- 
tutional provision to bar them 
from union office. 

But it is the more alarming that 
these high Army officers, timing 
their revelations until after elec- 
tion, should now tell the country 
that “production of arms and 
equipment needed by our troops is 
lagging on 40 per cent of the pro- 
gram.” 

“Two-thirds of this 40 per cent 
are the critical items desperately 
vranted on the fighting fronts,” 
Somervell said, an announcement 
that would have come more ap- 
propriately and with better faith 
from Washington and by itsel? 
than mingled with undeserved 
compliments to a partisan political 
group in New Orleans. 

This shortage, whether due to 
miscalculation and conservative 
planning or to strikes and man- 
wasting union rules, surely cannot 
have developed suddenly in the 
three weeks since election and 
most have been known to Marshall 
and Somervell when, on the night 
of October 28, Roosevelt boasted 
in his Philadelphia speech of his 
own magnificent job of furnish- 
ing the fighters “down to the last 
cartridge” and “getting it all to 
them at the right place at the 
right moment.” 

When he impressed the people 
to whom he was appealing for 
votes with such figures as “three 
million long tons a month, requir- 
ing 577 cargo ships” and the 
movement of “more than 14 mil- 
lion barrels of oil and gasoline a 
month, requiring 156 tanker sail- 
ings’ were Marshall: and Somer- 
vell unaware that these statistics 
represented not success but short- 
age? And if the news is not re- 
stricted information now and help- 
ful to the enemy, why was it with- 
held then? 

“Specifically we need now, as a 
matter of the utmost urgency more 
artillery and mortar ammunition, 
more tanks, more heavy trucks 
and tires, more field and assawlt 
wire, more tentage and more radar 
equipment,” Gen. Marshall said in 
his message to the AFL. 

Why tell that to the AFL. ex- 
clusively, when it is the concern of 
every American? And why 
couldn't the people have known it 
in time to compare these shortages 
in battle with the campaign boast 
which permitted the voters to go 
to the polls with an absolutely 
false estimate? 

And, finally, who 
down here? 

Not even the AFL and the CIO 
together could have been responsi- 
ble for such miscalculation and 
failure,

Peacetime 
Dratt Favored 


PRINCETON, N. J.—One year 
of government service for all 
young men—a proposal twice call- 
ed to the country’s attention by 
President Roosevelt, and indorsed 
by many civic clubs and organiza- 
tions—is a proposal popular with 
the American people. ~° 

In fact, a majority of the coun- 
try has favored the principle of 
peacetime government service for 
young people for more than a 
year. If and when congress passes 
the measure, students of political 
science can chalk up another in- 
stance when the American people 
led their leaders. 

Surveys by the Institute indicate 
that if the issue had been put to a 
vote of the people in a referendum 
at the time of the presidential 
election early this month, it would 
have been adopted by the people 
by a heavy majority. It would, in 
fact, have been approved as long 
ago as July, 1943. 

The Institute has surveyed the 
nation’s opinion three times on the 
principal aspect of the national 
service plan, namely, requiring 
able-bodied young men to serve 
one year in the Army or Navy in 
peace time. A new survey is now 
in progress to see how the most 
recent public discussion of the 
matter may have affécted opinion. 

The trend of sentiment has been

aking allowance for a 2 to 3 
per cent margin of error to which 
sampling polls are subject, the 
majorit would still be over- 
whelming. In the election Novem- 
ber 7 the Institute’s actual error 
in forecasting President Roose- 
velt’s percentage of the civilian 
vote was‘less than 1 per cent. 

The peacetime military training 
issue is one on which there is a 
remarkable uniformity of favor- 
able opinion across the country. 
From Maine to California, all sec- 
tions approve the plan by major- 
ities of between 60 to 70 per cent.

Michigan, 18 to 14, and thus win 
the Big Ten football champion- 
ship, finish an unbeaten and un- 
tied season and put itself in a 
spot to go to the Rose Bowl if the 
Western Conference lifts its ban 
on post-season games. 

A crowd of 71,958 screaming 
fans watched the Bucks get up off 
the floor to march 52 yards late in 
the fourth period and score the 
winning touchdown with only 
three minutes and 16 seconds 
to go. 

And then a leaping pass inter- 
ception by Dick Flanagan finally 
sealed Michigan’s doom a moment 
later. That gave the Bucks the 
ball again and they stalled away 
the time remaining. 

The victory gave Ohio State a 
season record of nine straight tri- 
umphs and brought the Big Ten 
championship to the Bucks for 
the second time in three years. 
This was their first unbeaten and 
untied regular season since 1920. 

It was a terrific battle all the 
way, one team and then the other 
taking the lead, but the gentle- 
man who eventually produced the 
payoff was the great Leslie Hor- 
vath. The Buck veteran literally 
leaped over the line of scrimmage 
from the one-yard line to score 
the winning touchdown.

Death Takes 
Judge Landis, 
Baseball Czar 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—(?)— 
Death today claimed 78-year-old 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, base- 
ball’s “indispensable” man _ for 
nearly a quarter of a century. 


Unwavering, fearless, and al- 
ways the champion of the “little 
guy,” the commissioner and for- 
mer federal jurist died of heart 
disease in St. Luke’s hospital at 
5:35 a. m., central war time. 

His death left the major leagues 
without a guiding genius for the 
first time since 1921 and placed 
tremendous importance on the Na- 
tional and American League win- 
ter meeting here December 11 and 
12 when a successor probably will 
be named. 

Just a week ago when the white- 
thatched commissioner was fret- 
ting over what he protested was 
an overly-long hospital stay, a 
joint committee of the two leagues 
recommended that Landis be re- 
elected for another seven-year 
term expired January 12, 1946. 

Ostensibly cheered by that vote 
of confidence, Landis chided his 
physician for warnings that his 
condition was delicate. But he suf- 
fered a setback Sunday and last 
night was placed under an oxygen 
tent a little more than an hour be- 
fore he died. He entered the hos- 
pital October 2 suffering from a 
severe cold, but previously had 
overtaxed his heart working in 
his victory garden in suburban 
Glencoe. 

Baseball officials to a man 
mourned his death as not only a 
great blow to the national pastime, 
but a keen loss to the nation at 
large. 

Baseballdom, however, will not 
be able to pay immediate homage 
to his memory. In compliance 
with Landis’ wishes, there will be 
no funeral services. A cremation 
will take place privately and 
friends have been requested not 
to send flowers. 

Until the major-league meet- 
ings, at least, the commissioner’s 
office will be conducted by his sec- 
retary, Leslie M. O’Connor, who 
was at Landis’ bedside with his 
family when he died and wept as 
he read a formal statement an- 
nouncing the commissioner's 
death.

Carter Field, a Washington 
newspaper correspondent for the 
past 30 years, presents in this book 
a eulogistic biography of one of 
the prominent financiers and 
statesmen of our generation, writ- 
ten in a journalistic and entertain- 
ing style. 

Bernard Baruch, son of Dr. 
Simon Baruch, a Jewish immi- 
grant from Prussia, a physician, 
and a Confederate veteran, was 
born in Camden, S. C., August 17, 
1870. His family moved to New 
York when “Bernie” was only 12 
years old, but the south and its 
problems made a lasting impres- 
sion on his character, “It was Re- 
construction that turned Baruch 
and thousands of other southern- 
ers into such fervid partisan Dem- 
eoreta.. 2a > 

Mr. Field’s account of some of 
the incidents in Baruch’s child- 
hood reminds one of Tom Sawyer. 
While a good student, Baruch was 
fond of athletics, and became par- 
ticularly adept at boxing. In the 
fall of 1884 he entered the College 
of the City of New York. His 
course stressed natural science, 
modern languages, and the clas- 
sics, but he was probably most 
deeply impressed by the lectures 
on supply and demand in political 
economy by Prof. George B. New- 
comb. 

Starting with a minor job pay- 
ing $5 per week with A. A. Hous- 
man & Company, brokers, at the 
age of 32 Baruch had acquired, 
as he expressed it, $100,000 for 
every year of his age. Within a 
few years he was well established 
in the financial world and well 
on his way toward becoming a 
multi-millionaire. His success 
was due in part to his thorough 
knowledge of the conditions of 
the businesses in whose stocks he 
dealt, acquired through diligent 
study and extensive travel, both 
One of 
his policies was to keep a large 
sum of money in ready cash in 
safe-deposit boxes, and during the 
depression of 1907 he used more 
than $2,000,000 from this source

Why the National 
Meeting in Chicago 
Was Cancelled 


The reason for cancelling the 
annual meeting of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
in Chicago is set out below in a 
bulletin to all realtors: 

“A last-minute emergency 
caused by extension of the Inter- 
national Civil Aviation conference 
at the Stevens hotel has forced 
cancellation of your Postwar Ac- 
tion conference at Chicago. Con- 
fronted with the abrupt choice of 
either cancellation or having a 
thousand delegates stranded in 
Chicago without hotel rooms or 
transportation home, your nation- 
al officers were forced to call off 
the meeting. 

“The emergency developed sud- 
denly last week, when your as- 
sociation was notified by the Ste- 
vens hotel that the Internation- 
al Aviation meeting apparently 
would last longer than was ex- 
pected. When that meeting open- 
ed November 1, it was anticipated 
that it would be concluded by No- 
vember 21, in ample time to allow 
our conference to assemble. Presi- 
dent John W. Galbreath proceed- 
ed at once to Chicago ‘and con- 
ferred with the members of the 
Chicago board who are on the 
conference committee. Immediate 
consultation with both the Ste- 
vens management and with the 
leaders of the international meet- 
ing was launched. Negotiations 
were carried on for five days. Up- 
shot was that the hotel could 
fuarantee our delegates only 600 
rooms instead of the 1,300 Which 
your association has had under 
contract since January.

VOICE OF AMERICA: Burly Burl 
Ives is now almost officially the voice 
of America. Carl Sandburg sat up all 
-night with him, while the two 
strummed their guitars and swapped 
America’s old-time folk songs. At 
dawn Sandburg called Burl the great- 
est ballad singer in the world. 

Burl’s ballads — hundreds of them 
—come from Adirondack camps, 
ranches in the West, mining towns 
and even a dingy bar on the wrong 
side of Manhattan’s tracks. 

“Wherever you find people, you 
find ballads and come closer to know- 
ing America,” Burl says. “The real 
America is in song-stories like .‘Cot- 
ton-Eyed Joe,’ ‘Sweet Betsy From 
Pike,’ ‘Cowboy’s Lament,’ “The Sow 
Took the Measles.’ ”’ 

What surprises Burl is the way the 
public takes to balladry. “In 1933 I 
couldn’t give a ballad away,”’ he says. 
Now he has audiences swarming to 
Cafe Society, top New York night- 
club; a radio program; best-selling 
records; a star role in the Theatrt 
Guild's “Sing Out, Sweet Land.” 
He’s practically as hot as Sinatra. 


WAYFARER: Burl was just a kid in 
Illinois when a schoolroom map 
started him hankering to see America. 
His family was afraid he'd be like 
his “wild” Ives uncle, a riverboat 
Robin Hood. It didn’t stop Burl. 


America sings 


He walked out of college one day to 
bum his way through all but two 
states of the Union — and ‘to be- 
come our No. 1 balladist. 

Now Burl’s done what he calls set- 
tling down. He lives on the barge 
he bought for $600 and calls the 
Water Gypsy. 

Other requirements of the good life 
are his $100 bed; some beer; good 
smoking tobacco; singing. 

There’s no “little woman.”’ She 
wouldn't like the barge — he would- 
n’t like being tied down. Burl calls 
himself the “Wayfaring Stranger’’ — 
and believes it. Some day he'll cast 
off in his barge and get going again to 
the places where ballads are born.

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“Any Mail Today?”

The postman worried when he 
had to say no to the folks on 
his route. He had reasons... 


HE most popular man in this town, 
and certainly the most sought after, 
is the postman. The old folks wait pa- 
tiently at their doors for him each morn- 
ing; pretty girls run halfway down the 
street to meet him; and from the little 
baby born this morning to the old man who 
may not last the night, he knows us all. 
The house where I am spending my 
leave is the last on the street that marks 
the end of his rounds. One morning not 
long ago he came to sit on the porch and 
ease his feet before it was time to go back 
to his cubbyhole of an office by the station. 
“*There’s near to seven hundred of the 
boys from here gone to the war,”’ he said, 
“‘and it’s left a big gap to be filled by let- 
ters. I remember m peacetime no one 
bothered much about mail. The shopkeep- 
ers around here used to pick their letters 
up and hold ’em to the light. Then they’d 
say, ‘No checks here — only junk!’ Now 
the only thing they look for is the letter 
with the franked service stamp, or the V- 
mail. Everything else they put aside. 


**Lors of the folks here work in war 
plants. They take the seven-fifteen train in 
the morning, and sometimes there’s a let- 
ter waiting at home for them all day while 
they worry at work. So now I just get up 


- an hour earlier, and have it sorted. Then 


they can ask for their letters down at the 
office arid read them on the way ‘to work. 

“Sometimes the mail gets held up, and 
nothing comes through.’’ He shook his 
head ruefully. “I have to think up more 
darned excuses for delayed mail than the 
Head Office itself. Then, maybe the next 
morning I go down and it seems as though 
there’s mail for most everyone. I just tear 
out On my rounds, and I feel there’s so 
much happiness in my satchel I could sing. 

“It’s terrible when there’s bad news, 
though,” he continued. “Take Mrs. 
Hughes, over in the next street. Her only 
son was reported missing in the Philip- 
pines. I brought her the telegram myself 
—I’d never let any boy deliver a thing 
like that — and then for almost five weeks 


afterwards I kept telling her that there’s 
often mistakes made, there’s always a 
chance. And that’s just the way it turned 
out. He was rescued and went through the 
whole campaign. Finally he was promoted 
and the last I heard he was given a job 
at the base. 

“Last month she read in the papers of 
an ammunition-dump explosion. It was 
where her son was stationed. I thought 
the shock would kill her. She took to her 
bed, and then one evening a bunch of 
mail came, and I was sorting it to deliver 
in the morning. There was a V-mail for her. 


**] ust looked inside the flap and saw 
that it was dated after the explosion took 
place. I went straight up to her house on 
my bicycle and gave her the letter. She 
read it, and then ran into the house to 


bring me a package of cigarettes. When . 


she came out the door, she was crying 
with joy.” 

He stood up and smiled. “Well — I’m 
off home for lunch. See you later!” With 
a cheery wave of his hand he was off down 
the road. 

The next morning I had reason to go 
to the city, and headed for the seven- 
fifteen train with the rest of the town’s 
commuters. 

Down at the station the old postman 
stood at his office door, and it was obvi- 
ously a “Mail for Everyone’ day. The 
platform was crowded with overalled 
men and women who tore open envelopes 
and read feverishly even as the train came 
in. I turned to find the postman at my 
side. , 


**You might think I do this just for 
them,”’ he said as he nodded around. “‘But 
I don’t, really. You see, I’ve got someone 
myself.” 

His hand trembled as he showed me 
four V-mails. ‘“Two from my eldest boy in 
the Pacific — two from the youngster in 
Italy.” 

He pushed me to the train. 

“Get aboard,”’ he said. “‘I’ll tell you all 
about it when you come back tonight.’ 

As I climbed to the train I looked back 
to see him standing bareheaded in the 
sun, glasses perched high on his forehead, 
as with fingers clumsy and shaking with 
relief, he opened his mail.

Your WEEK-END FARM 


BY CLARENCE WOODBURY 


Can you hold a city job and 
be a farmer too? Here’s how 
thousands will get back te 
the soil in postwar days... 


Y NEIGHBOR, Jim Hastings, leads a 
double life. For eight hours a day, five 
days a week, he is a smooth city character, 
but when he gets home he doffs his big-town 
personality, puts on corduroy slacks and a 
woolen shirt and becomes a man of the soil. 
Jim owns two acres of land on top of a 
knoll and there, in the evening, he tills a 
garden, milks a goat and cares for a flock of 
hens. On week erds he chops down trees, 
grubs stumps, sets fence posts and labors 
mightily cementing the walls of a vegetable 
cellar which he dug himself. When he returns 
to his job on Monday morning, he often takes 
with him an assortment of calluses and sore 
muscles, but his eyes are invariably bright, 
his color fine and his viewpoint rosy. 

You probably know someone like Jim 
Hastings. If you don’t, the chances are you 
will meet one soon. His tribe is on the in- 
crease. We already have 800,000 Jim Hast- 
ingses living around our urban centers, and 
it now looks as though his type will be dupli- 
cated many times over in the postwar era 
as city people everywhere find it desirable 
and practicable to adopt a way of life which 
marries an industrial job to a part-time farm. 

Each great war has been followed by a 
back-to-the-soil movement. After the 
present war, we will see another trek, 
but this time it will take a new form. 

Most of the best farming land in this coun- 
try has long been settled. Advances in agri- 
culture are making it possible for fewer com- 
mercial farmers to produce all the food and 
fiber we need. As a result, the coming march 
to the land will follow a pattern called rurbani- 
zation. Fewer people will farm for profits, but 
a great many more will turn to the soil for rec- 


This does not mean cities will be aban- 
doned. It means, rather, that they will ex- 
pand from their industrial cores to include 
more rural homes in their environs. 

From coast to coast you can see evidence 
of the growing trend toward this way of life. 
More Americans are buying farms today than 
ever before, and one third of these purchasers 
are city people. A recent poll of workers in 
the Kaiser shipyards on the West Coast 
showed that 37 per cent of them plan to buy 
land with their wartime savings. Around New 
York and other eastern cities, it is next to 
impossible to buy a small farm. The demand 
for acreage among industrial workers in the 
Detroit area is so great that a number of 
them have bought plots sight unseen, to their 
sorrow, from unscrupulous speculators. 


Land Boom 


As a matter of fact, there is a land boom on. 
Right now farm prices are 42 per cent above 
prewar levele and Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude Wickard has had to warn the public 
against being taken in by real-estate sharpers. 

Now why is it, in this industrial age, that 
so many people are thinking again of the soil? 
Why does everyone want a little farm near 
the city? Or, if not that, a few acres in the 
country where the family can camp out for 
vacations and week ends with the thought of 
building it up to a real country home over the 
years? I asked Jim Hastings his own reasons 
for becoming a part-time farmer. 

First of all, he said, he finds it grand recrea- 
tion. Doing manual work in the open air is 
much better fun, he thinks, than the things 
which used to cost him money in town — 
bowling, going to a ball game, drinking beer 
in a bar, or playing bridge in a stuffy apart- 
ment. And he and his wife have recreational 
facilities which they didn’t have in town — 
a badminton court, croquet lawn, and out- 
door fireplace. 

As for the children — Jim has two small 
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SORTING APPLES for packing: They can’t resist sampling the juicy ones 
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daughters — they have an outdoor wading 
pool, a sand pile, a swing, and even a cozy 
treehouse which Jim built for them in a big 
walnut. The girls go up there and play by the 
hour. Mrs. Hastings doesn’t have to worry 
about their being run down by automobiles 
or picking up all sorts of germs from strange 
children 


Jim’s second big reason for going to the 
country is-security. He took a beating in the 
1930’s and he hasn’t got the faith in jobs, 
paper investments or even money itself that 
he once had; but he knows land is real. 

Added Security 

Mitions of city people agree with Jim on 
“this point. A patch of ground in the coun- 
try, they feel, will give them added security. 
Some will start by building a little house after 
they have paid for the land, and add to it 
or make improvements gradually as they can 
afford it — perhaps a new room one year, a 
heating plant the next, a garage later on — 
always with the thought that they will have 
the place completed by the time they retire. 
Many people will use their country places 
only for recreation. Others, like Jim, will de- 
cide their wisest course is that of becoming 
full-time rurbanites. 

Jim earns $60 a week as a salesman. In 
town he spent approximately 20 per cent of 
this —- $55 a month — for apartment rental. 
His place in the country cost him $5,000, 
of which he was required to put down $1,000 
in cash. Now he is paying off the balance 
under a 20-year amortization plan. He sends 
$36.40 a month to his bank; this covers taxes, 
insurance, interest and payment on principal. 
Fuel and transportation to and from his job 
cost him $20 a month. Thus, while paying 
his place off, he is spending just about 
the same for shelter — approximately 
$650 a year — as he spent in town. 

He figures he saves that much by raising 
his own groceries. Last year his garden, berry 
bushes and fruit trees yielded all the fruit 
and vegetables his family could use. His flock 
of chickens kept them provided with fresh 
eggs, broilers and roasting fowls. Teema, 
the pure-bred Nubian goat which Jim milks 
every morning and evening, was worth a net 
saving of $80 a year on the family milk bill. 


“Nicer Way te Be Broke’’ 


Tuen there is still another important way 
in which Jim is being thrifty. By improving 
his house and land he is adding substan- 
tially to the value of his investment. That 
vegetable cellar which he is having such 
fun building, for example, would have cost 
at least $300 for a professional job. He has 
also constructed a screened summer kitchen 
and built a guest room in the attic. 

‘These things take money as well as work,”’ 
Jim explained, “and I’m usually just as broke 
as I was in town, but it’s a nicer way to be 
broke. When you put your spare cash into 
young fruit trees, fertilizer, lumber, cement 
or tools to use in improving your: property, 
you don't feel the same way about it that you 
would if you frittered the money away in 

. night clubs.” 

Jim reckons that by the time he gets his 
place fixed up, and has his payments com- 
pleted, it will be worth $8,000. “When that 
day comes,”” he told me, “I'll feel like a real 
lord of the manor, not just another white- 
collar guy. Should I ever lose my job or have 
a long illness, we could get by on darned 
little cash.” 

He figures he is also providing for his old 
age. When his daughters are grown and the 
time comes for him to retire, he and his wife 
can get along nicely on the little place with 
the aid of their Social Sccurity pension. Or 
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they can rent it for $60 or $65 a month, and 
travel a bit. 

These personal reasons which Jim Hastings 
gave me for going rurban are sound ones, and 
they will apply in thousands of other cases as 
the postwar world gets under way. In addi- 
tion to the growing desire for outdoor recrea- 
tional facilities and added security, several 
other basic reasons underlie the great trend 
toward rurbanization. 

One of the most important of these is the 
time factor. During a century of industrializa- 
tion, countless country folk moved into our 
cities and stayed there only because they were 
slaves of the clock. They had to live near 
their jobs because working hours were long, 
transportation slow. 

But in the future the 40-hour week seems 
sure to become general, and it may be re- 
duced to 36 or even 30 hours. Millions will 
have more time for recreation and many will 
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feel they can find their greatest fun in put- 
tering around a little place in the country. 

Today fine roads lance out into the country- 
side from all our big cities and, once we get 
on wheels again, it will be no great task for 
the 40-hour-a-week worker to spin 40 or 50 
miles to and from his job. When the cheap 
plane or helicopter comes in, we may expect 
rurbanization to extend still farther out. 

Meanwhile, other scientific discoveries 
are making rural living more convenient 
and attractive than ever before. 

Just before the war, for instance, Jim’s 
wife wisely invested $12 in a pressure cooker. 
This ingenious implement has enabled her to 
can meats and non-acid vegetables which she 
could not have put up safely by old methods. 

After the war she is going to buy a home 
freezer. Then she will merely clean and pack- 
age the good things and pop them into the 
box. When winter blizzards howl around the

Hastings homestead, she can serve corn-on- 
the-cob, peaches and strawberries. 

Jim, too, is getting a break from science. 
After the war he’s going to invest in a small 
garden tractor, and this will enable him to 
take it easy while plowing ground, spraying 
fruit trees, sawing wood and doing other 
chores. He will speed up his construction by 
using prefabricated building materials. 

Like thousands of back-yard Victory Gar- 
deners, Jim has discovered that it isn’t as 
hard to produce food as it used to be. This is 
partly due to new labor-saving tools and 
machinery, and partly to other scientific 
advances. Fertilizers have been improved. 
Livestock breeding is more scientific. Disease 
and pest control is more sure. 

I do not wish to draw too glowing a picture 
of rurban life, however, by citing only suc- 


cess stories like Jim Hastings. At the

GIs think up some 
clever stunts to get 
cash. Look at these 


LE SAM pays a buck private 
in the Army $50 a month, and 


-99-out of 100 privates are more or 


less satisfied. But the hundredth 
guy is out hustling for more. 

The adage that an American who 
really wants to make money will 
find a way has no better verifica- 
tion than in this army of Army 
entrepreneurs. 

Their activities may range from 
doing “home laundry” to taking 
part in exhibition wrestling. Extra 
income varies from a few dallars to 
thousands of dollars a year. 

Take Pvt. Joe Whistle for in- 
stance. He arrives at a new and 
rapidly expanding Army post. He 
notices that at breakfast time con- 
versation lags. Nothing new has 
happened which wasn’t discussed at 
last night’s bull session. Aha, he 
thinks, if these men had a chance to 
buy a newspaper... 


He Peddles Papers 


Private WHISTLE goes to town and 
contacts the local newssheet. Yes, 
they will deliver to him at the post, 
and, since it’s a large order and he 
is willing to guarantee there will be 
no returned copies, they will give 
him exclusive distribution. 

Private Whistle buys a second- 
hand jalopy, gets up a couple of 
hours ahead of his barracksmates, 
and drops around to every mess hall 
on the base, leaving a s{ack of papers 
and a cigar box to catch the five- 
cent purchase price. 

By giving the mess sergeant a free 
paper, he makes sure the receipts 
will be held for him. Today Private 
Whistle is selling 3,100 papers seven 


days a week, at a profit of two cents 
each. A cool $434 a week! 

Laundry was a serious problem 
when our boys hit the Marshall 
Islands. There was no hot water 
readily available, and the Quarter- 
master laundry wasn’t set up. 

Privates Smirk and Fooble then 
jnitiated the first joint American 
enterprise set up on a captured 
Jap base. Using salvaged Jap wreck- 
age, they rigged up a series of three 
windmills attached to buckets. 


They Harnessed the Wind 


Tus the almost continuous gales 
that fanned the island were har- 
nessed and used to churn dirty uni- 
forms. A sign was posted which 
read, “‘Marshall Islands Laundry 
Service — Like Home — Special 
Rates.” The rates averaged two 
dollars per bundle. The firm aver- 
aged twenty bundles a week and 
turned away customers. 

Eventually the Quartermaster 
laundry functioned. Since, however, 
it prescribed a limit of 11 pieces a 
week to each soldier, the “Marshall 
Islands Laundry Service -— Like 
Home” is doing a capacity business. 

The war has not stunted the Yan- 
kee trading instinct. Sgt. Buzz may 
pick up a radio from a forlorn sol- 
dier who has shot craps a bit too 
enthusiastically. Maybe it cost $30 
new. Buzz will give $20 for it. Then 
he'll advertise in a near-by daily 
paper. In no time, via the telephone, 
he'll have a buyer ready to pay $50. 

In many camps there are boys 
who for five dollars will take your 
place on KP, and for a dollar-and-a- 
half will clean your rifle. 

Men handy with tools seldom fail 
to turn an honest penny. Sergeant 
Sparks was a radio repairman in 
civilian life. Now he’s a bench me- 
chanic in an Air Force squadron 
radio section and, in his spare time, 


does a land-office business in mend- 
ing . inoperative commercial Sets. 
Local repair shops talk fantastic 


figures for radio service. Sergeant . 


Sparks can underprice them and 
still pocket an extra $150.a month. 


Time On His Hands 


Corporat Ticktock operates the 
same way with watches. He was far- 
sighted tnough to bring a eset of 
jewelers’ tools with him when he 
left the States. Virtually every Gl 
owns a watch, and dislikes trusting 
his timepiece to focal repairmen. 
Corporal Ticktock has plenty of 
time on his hands, as many watches 
as he can handle. 

Then there's the soldier who acts 
as room Orderly for the officers. He 
doesn’t have to do this, but as a 
means of augmenting his income he 
may oblige, to the tune of $15 per 
month per officer. 

Athletes, performers and musi- 
cians also share in the gravy. Cor- 
poral Burrel is putting away $100 
each month at the cost of a weekly 
appearance on “downtown” wrest- 
ling cards. One popular band amass- 
es $40 a week for each member. 

Lonesome islands don't provide 
much chance for extra profits, but 
a few GI's have been known to make 
money even there. Private Busby 
buys a silver chain for two dollars, 
strings some fancy shells on it 
and exchanges the finished neck- 
lace for $10. 

Servicemen who find themselves 
part of that hazardous movement 
known as the “first wave" have a 
great opportunity to accumulate 
Jap souvenirs. Corporal Frisker, 
who has weathered the Guadalcanal 
and Marshalls invasions, has rung 
up a neat $2,200 on his souvenir- 
sales register. 


Colonels Envy Him 


Nurse morale in the South Pacific 
was enhanced considerably when it 
was discovered that Sergeant Tweeze 
at a near-by base was an ex-beauti- 
cian. The paltry two dollars per 
permanent he receives is indeed in- 
significant. Colonels from his com- 
mand would trade their eagles 
to run their fingers through a 
woman’s tresses in that remote 
jungle-land. 

And so the record is filled with 
one instance after another of GI 
business initiative. Today, the war- 
rior-opportunists are envisioning 
the invasion of Tokio and hatching 
out a multitude of schemes to put 
that triumph to paying use.

AYBE some day you'll have to know — 

and quick — what kind of haberdash- 
ery Mark Antony was sporting while making 
time with Cleopatra. Don’t despair. Just 
get in touch with the world’s largest picture- 
collection department at the New York 
Public Library and you'll find it. 

Some of the requests that pour in from 
all parts of the country are epic in their 
uniqueness. To match those requests is an 
almost unbelievable range of subjects in 
the collection’s 4,000,000 pictures, sketches, 
paintings and portraits. 

A textile mill in Britain was bombed 
out in the blitz. Among things lost was 
a card diagram of a rare weave used for 
bridal linen gifts. If the mill could track 
down a close-up picture of the weave it 
could produce the pattern again. 

England was scoured in vain. Finally the 
mill got off an SOS to the New York 
library. Calmly, a picture of the pattern was 
lifted from the files, packed off to England. 


No Sarpaises 

**We’rE no longer surprised at anything,” 
says Miss Romana Javitz, head of the de- 
partment. “Once, just before closing time, 
an actor rushed in frantically. He had a 
last-minute call to play Lincoln that night, 
and the producer insisted his make-up show 
Lincoln’s mole. But which side of the face 
was it on? A picture did the trick.” 

People who use the collection are as var- 
ied as the pictures. Mechanics, artists, hair- 
dressers, designers, doctors, missionaries, 
advertising men and glass-blowers depend 
on it. For reproduction. For a model for a 
creative work. For inspiration. 

Hat-creator Lilly Daché is a frequent user. 
Once, in tossing together a turban worn by 
African native women, Miss Daché waited 
untik she could verify the coiffure Congo 
belles wore with the bonnet. She found out. 

Designer Norman Bel Geddes haunts the 


place. Artists needing details, like a Malayan 
tiger pit, don’t like to compromise.

At least 85 per cent of the collection is ob- 
tained through gifts. Once an artist sought 
skunk pictures, complained of gaps in the 
collection’s file.

Every Picture a Gold Mine 


Tue department has a staff of people who 
scan magazines and newspapers, clip pic- 
tures of all sorts. Basic premise is that there 
is nothing of no value to someone. 

That explains why a leading pediatrician 
could use the collection to do a complete 
history of infants’ swaddling clothes from 
the time of Christ to the present. 

This graphic font of all knowledge has 
its lighter side, too. Staff members get re- 
quests that defy them to keep straight faces.

Teachers Are Human! 
BY EMILY POST 


Let them lead normal 
lives: Your children 
will be happier, too 


T THE present time, when the 

many newly graduated teach- 

ers have settled down to their first 

winter's work, the following letter 

from an older teacher seems espe- 
cially pertinent: 

“As the general public well 
knows, the opening of schools this 
year revealed a decline in the num- 
ber of university graduates who 
had chosen teaching as a vocation. 
This is thought by most school 
boards to be caused solely by the 
fact that ‘other jobs’ pay better. 

“It is true the monetary con- 
sideration is a big factor, but there 
are others of even greater import- 
ance —- and I believe the solutions 
are right in your field, Mrs. Post. 

**Many people expect a teache 
er to combine the wisdom of 
Athena with the virtue of a 
saint. Let a teacher dress in 
smart, attractive clothes or enjoy 
a soda in the company of a casual 
man friend and there is gossip. Let 
her express an opinion on politics 
— not in the classroom but as a 


* private individual — and tongue- 


wagging grows. 
Why Just Teachers? 


“Can't you say a word in de- 
fense of the profession of educa- 
tion and do your bit to see that 
our children are taught by quali- 
fied, happy, unharried teachers?’’ 

In reply to this letter, there are 
a number of things that I have long 
wanted an opportunity to say. 
One of these is to protest against 
those who seem to have kept a 
mid-Victorian hold on the conduct 
of teachers — and on them alone. 

The point I should like to make, 
to parents and school boards both, 
is that teachers are exactly like 
the rest of us. They must possess 
normal intelligence and sufficient 
education. They must be citizens. 


Surely then, they should not be 
denied the normal pleasure of 
social contacts, and the right to 
free expression of their views. To 
keep watch on how they spend 
their free time, what they say in 
the company of their friends, and 
to dictate the cut of their clothes, 
makes us look like Gestapo agents. 

On the other hand, a teacher — 
either young or old — does have 
to realize that like the perfect 
parent, she is an unceasing exam- 
ple to the children in her class. If 
she is a really qualified teacher, 
her influence is immeasurable, and 
can easily be permanent. 


Children Respond Better 


I wou.p like to emphasize as the 
greatest of assets some of the quali- 
ties that this letter describes as 
tabu. Any school board that ap- 
proves of teachers’ appearing drab 
and dowdy makes a grave mis- 
take. Children are very responsive 
to beauty and to charm. They will 
look up to Louise Lovely as well 
as to Barbara Bright. When they 
meet a teacher who is the combi- 
nation of loveliness and clever- 
ness, and who also has what they 
sense as ““character,”” she has little 
difficulty in leading them. 

That anyone could want a 
teacher to be a Miss Pinchpeck 


’ Prim is incredible. In primary 


school — and indeed, at all levels 
— nothing could be of more im- 
portance than a teacher's own 
happiness and peace of mind — 
which in turn is reflected to the 
children in her care. 

Naturally the teacher’s be- 
havior should be that expected 
of any well-bred young woman. 
Her appearance should probably 
be on the conservative side of 
smartness. And she herself should 
feel her own responsibility to youth 
as its example. But we only defeat 
our own purposes if we put ob- 
stacles in the way of a full and 
happy life for those who shape our 
children’s minds.

also of more than one city couple 
who had sowed their savings in the 
soil and reaped only deficits and 
regrets. 

There was the case of a wounded 
soldier, for example, discharged 
from the Army about a year ago. 
This young Joe obtained a job ina 
war plant, married, and went shop- 
ping for a little farm. A real-estate 
agent showed the newlyweds an 
abandoned 10-acre farm. It was a 
lovely spring day, lilac bushes were 
in bloom, the view was gorgeous, 
and Joe's bride was entranced by 
the old-fashioned walipaper in the 
parlor. They promptly made a 
down payment. Life was going to 
be an idyll from then on. 

You can guess the end of the 
story. The hillside land was so 
badly eroded that it wouldn’t pro- 
duce crops. The barn leaked like a 
sieve. The house was a termites’ 
paradise. The well went dry. Joe 
and his wife didn’t avail them- 
selves of the good advice or sound 
financing they might have had. 

It Didn’t Weck 


Tue farm gobbled Joe's wages 
every week, and when winter came 
they were only too glad to give up 
their investment and move back 
to town. Their adventure in con- 
tentment had turned into a horri- 
ble example of what city folks 
should not do. 

The most important thing in 
entering upon any part-time farm- 
ing enterprise, agricultural experts 
say, is to do so with your eyes 
open. Here are five suggestions 
which they have for every prospec- 
tive rurbanite. 

1. Do an honest job of self- 
appraisal. Are you the kind of peo- 
ple who would enjoy choring 
around a rural home? If you have 
never lived in the country, and 
don’t know the answers, you'd bet- 
ter rent before buying. 

2. Don’t expect too much. What 
you get out of a part-time farm 
will depend largely upon the work 
you and your family put into it, 
and in no event should you expect 
it to support you entirely. 

3. Have a plan. Be sure the 


‘ place you select is suited for the 


crops you hope to produce. Have 
the soil tested and look well into 
such matters as water supply, soil 
drainage, taxes and transportation. 

4 Don’t pay too much. Re- 
member, there’s a land boom on. 


It’s best to start on a small scale. 
s. Get your farming advice from 
experts. 
In no other field is such advice 
so easily and cheaply procurable. 


from onions to silver foxes. State 
agricultural colleges and experi 
mental stations will send you bul- 
letins on farming probleme pecu- 
liar to your region. A county agri- 
cultural agent is at your service. 

The Government also stands 
ready to assist the small farmer 
with hjs financing and budgeting 
problems through the Farm Credit 
and Farm Security Administra- 
tions and the Production Credit 
Corporation. 

Cities Will Expand 

Tre approaching migration will 
not be as spectacular as the his- 
toric land rush of the homestead- 
ers. Rurbanization is not likely to 
happen all at once, nor even in a 
single decade, but over a period of 
years. In the end, however, it 
may have as beneficial and far- 
reaching effects as the great west- 
ward trek which took place in the 
1860's and 70's. 

Our cities will expand for many 
miles through the countryside as 
congested slums gradually dis- 
appear. We can never turn the 
clock back and become again a 
predominantly agricultural nation, 
as we were a century ago. It is un- 
thinkable that we should try to do 
so. However, by replanting some 
of our roots in the soil, by merging 
cities and country, we may achieve 
far greater economic and social 
stability. 


He Has a Real Stake 


A man who owns even a little 
land is more self-reliant than one 
who owns none. Being at least 
partially independent, he is less 
inclined- to lean upon his boss, his 
union, his community or his Uncle 
Sam. He is less likely to listen to 
demagogues. Having a stake in 
something real, he takes an in- 
terest in local and national gov- 
ernment. 

All of which adds up to the fact 
that Jim Hastings, the city charac- 
ter with hayseed in his hair, is a 
very significant citizen. If his type 
increases as it shows every indi- 
cation of doing, our democracy 
may well be stimulated by such a 
rejuvenation as it has not known 
in half a century. The End

It was just a picture 


in the paper — a group 
of soldiers. But what 
hopes were built on it! 


WAS sitting at my post behind the 

Information Desk of a large news 
syndicate in New York City.

And 
80 was his girl friend, who had been 
the first to see the photograph. It 
was too bad that he was a prisoner, 
but he'd be home after the war -—~ 
and everything would be all right. 

I tried not to show my doubt — 
my certainty that she was wrong. 
The syndicate, I told her, would be 
glad to make a print of the photo- 
graph for her. Perhaps it would 
help her to decide more definitely. 
And if she found it was not her son, 
she need not accept the print. 

Her gratitude was unbounded as 
she turned to go home to wait for 
the photograph of her boy.
